THE  BORCKY  COLLECTION. 


Mr.  John  K.  Borcky  died  several  years  ago.  His  collection  was  turned 
over  to  the  late  Mr.  Henry  Chapman  by  the  Executor.  Mr.  Chapman  became 
ill  and  could  not  finish  the  collection,  which  he  had  started,  and  after  his 
death  the  collection  was  ordered  sent  to  us,  to  complete  the  cataloguing 
and  to  hold  the  sale.  Mr.  Elder  wrote  most  of  these  descriptions.  The  Sale 
presents  a wide  variety  of  Coins,  Medals,  Tokens,  Etc.  There  is  quite  an 
offering  of  Canadian  Coins  and  Tokens,  with  some  scarce  and  rare  pieces, 
a fairly  representative  collection  of  Hard  Times  Tokens,  with  a few  rare 
numbers,  and  various  medals  and  tokens,  and  a small  lot  of  several  hun- 
dred Civil  War  Tokens. 

His  collection  of  U.  S.  Silver  includes  some  fine  and  rare  Dollars,  Half 
Dollars,  Quarters,  Dimes,  Half  Dimes,  Three  Cents  Silver  and  a set  of 
twenty  cent  pieces,  as  well  as  quite  a nice  little  lot  of  U.  S.  Pattern  coins  of 
the  smaller  denominations  including  one,  two,  three  and  five  cent  patterns. 
There  is  a fine  and  large  collection  of  Small  U.  S.  Cents  with  all  dates  to 
19  31,  and  some  duplicates  of  the  scarcer  dates  of  the  same,  also  mint  marked 
Cents. 

It  is,  however,  Mr.  Borcky’s  Large  Cent  collection  which  is  likely  the 
best  feature  of  the  sale.
